HIS book treats of an important period which has not been 

fully covered by any modern writer. It includes a description 
of the state of English Catholics during the years which succeeded 
the death of Bishop Challoner in 1781; and the causes and in- 
fluences which led to its unexpected and rapid revival, beginning 
with the Relief Act of 1791, which repealed the Penal Laws. 

An account of the experiences of those who were imprisoned 
under the Terror, many of whom succumbed to their hardships, 
and description by eye-witnesses of the invasion of Rome by the 
French, and the fall of the English College there, form important 
features of the book.
